Mr. Rivera
spoke on Voting Rights. Ms. Hauser spoke on competitiveness. Caution was given
regarding comparing apples to apples and the variationsin differences regarding
competiveness testing.

NDC began its presentation and the Commission started working on Legislative Districts.
Mr. Johnson began with the Power Point presentation.

M otion was made, seconded and carried to instruct the consultantsto allow for
small deviationswhen it appear s exact equality disrupts communities of interest.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to use 3G with per mutations asthe base
mayp for moving forward.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to approvethe configurationin'Y asin
draft map G.

Motion was made, seconded and carried that Districts C and D be represnted on
map G.

Motion was made, seconded and withdrawn, amended/removed and then carried as
amended that the Commission accept District A asit isin an effort to look at

alter natives, come back with infor mation, but to move forward with that. (Caution
was given the public and pressthat a final decision on the Hopi — Navajo issue had
was not yet been reached; that the Commission was making an option of wanting to
see how other alter natives might affect that option.) The above motion was remade,
seconded and carried with the clarification that A would betaken asit stands but
the question of taking the Hopi out will be subject to additional tests. Restated, in
the same sense as other districtsin the southern part of the state have been
approved, such asF, District A would be approved asa basic approach. The
guestion of removing the Hopi Reservation remainsopen. Test 3isabasic
approach, one swap iswith B, two iswith Holbrook, and threeisa swap with Page.

Motion was made, seconded and carried, in discussing Salome and Wenden,
assuming not divided right down the middle, they be put in the Northern District,
District B, wheremost of therest of La Paz County is; that they be placed in the
district with Quartzsite, District B.

NDC moved to its presentation on Phoenix.
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Motion was made, seconded and carried to make adjustmentson O and P relativeto
concerns of Commissioner Minkoff, look at concerns of minority districts, attempts
at equal population, and in the event population deviation is appropriate, to also
takethat into consideration. Note: The motion wasread back to the Commission
and NDC clarified theinstructionsin discussion with the Commission subsequent to
therecess mention below.

Recess was taken.

Motion was made, seconded and carried to send out the map for more complete
testing in terms of competitivenessfor applesand apples comparison, to seethe map
with Commissioner Elder’s changes sent out for itsanalysis. Specific testing being
ordered isfor the Metropolitan Phoenix area and District A.

The Legidative Map was gone over by NDC with the Commission. The Commission
gave direction to NDC regarding the Legislative map, particularly spending time on the
Tucson area. No formal motions were made though general instructions were given. The
Phoenix Metropolitan area was also discussed.

It was decided without objection to take the challenges in the Legidative map aready
there and have NDC come back with a more solid version of the map so that when the
Commission is able to make more decisions, they can address more concerns.
